The 
party enjoyed some good sport while in the 
mountains hunting mountain sheep and saw 
plenty of traces of bear,but did not get any. 
On their way in they met Mr. Loring, of 
the Washington natural history bureau, 
near the Jasper House. He is collecting 
specimens of any new varieties of small 
animals that lie can findthere. Dan Noyes, 
jr., is with him and he intends remaining 
there for sometime yet. Dan Noyes, sr., 
was away prospecting for gold at the head 
waters of the Macleod river and his son 
thought he must have struck something 
worth while as he intended being back 
several days before the party saw them. 
After ‘arriving at the mountains by way of 
the Yellow Head pass the party turned 
south to within a few miles of Canoe river, 
travelling altogether about 550 miles from 
here. Before coming home they staked out 
a mica claim which they think will prove 
very valuable. They intend returning again 
next spring.

THE VISIT OF THE LIEUTENANT- 
GOVERNOR OF QUEBEC. 


The Hon. J. A. Chapleau, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Quebec, came in on Monday’s 
train, accompanied by Madame Chapleau, 
Mr. Justice Rouleau, Ex-Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Royal and A. Kleezkowski, the 
French consul-general in Canada, and were 
met at the depot by Messrs. Roy, Picard, 
Royal, Prince, and Benoit, who welcomed 
them to Edmonton. The family of Hon. 
Joseph Adolphe Chapleau was one of the 
earliest French families to settle in Canada. 
In Terrebonne, Quebec, where they first 
settled the family is still prominent, Mr 
Chapleau having represented that constit- 
uency for several years in both the local and 
Dominion houses. After becoming premier 
of the Quebec assembly he entered the 
Dominion house and was appointed secre- 
tary of state in the year 1882. In 1892 he 
was appointed lieutenant-governor of Que- 
bec, by Sir John Abbott's administra- 
tion. On Tuesday the party were driven 
out to St. Albert to visit the mission accom- 
panied by Father Lacombe. On their 
arrivalat the mission they were welcomed by 
the Fathers and invited to take lunch in the 
convent by the Lady Superior. After lunch 
they paid a visit to the school, where they 
were entertained by the children, and pre- 
sented with bouquets, after which speeches 
were made by the visitors. The party then 
took their leave and returning to Edmonton 
they made an inspection of the new hospital 
with which they were greatly pleased. 
They then left Father Lacombe at his palace 
and returned to their private car for the 
night. On Wednesday afternoon they went 
out tothe Stony Plain agency where they 
remained over night, returning to town to- 
day. They had intended going up the river 
to see the gold dredge, but did not have 
time to doso. This evening 4 public re- 
ception will be tendered to the Lieutenant- 
Governor by the town council and the 
Societe St. Jean Baptiste, of Edmonton, at 
Robertson hall at 8.30 p. m.

A DEAT) CINCH. 

During the recent visit of the premier 
and minister of interior to the Terri- 
tories their independence of the politi- 
cal wiles of the ordinary politician can- 
not have failed to strike anyone who 
either happened to be on their line of 
travel or who followed the published 
accounts of their progress. This is the 
more noticeable—not to say remark- 
able—in that the general elections are 
closely pending, and the general result, 
to say the least, doubtful. If this 
could fairly be taken to be a new de- 
parture in Canadian political life, uader 
which the politician would ask to be 
judged by his deeds and their results, 
and would not stoop to the common 
tricks of the trade to keep away from 
the straight issue, then truly a better 
day has dawned,and to the new premier 
must be awarded all credit. At the 
same time, while exercising all charity 
in considering the actions of public 
men, the fact must be recognized that 
legislators are responsible for the lawe 
which they make; and that if a law is 
passed that is inherently contrary to 
accepted standards, and is passed with 
the full knowledge of that fact, and if 
ite clearly give a very 
great advantaye to tho 
it and who 

ordinary public must be excused if 
impute motives other than honorable, 
as the reason of the law being passed, 
and if they draw disparaging conclu- 
sions from conduct which may very 
naturally be based on the supposed 
security afiorded by that unjust law. 
As a matter of fact a piece of legislation 
passed at the recent session of parlia- 
ment at Ottawa, relieves the govern- 
ment—as far as it can be done by act 
of parliament—from reckoning with the 
people of the Northwest at the next 
election. Everyone has heard of the 
iniquities of the Dominion franchise 
act, and that it is in very many ways 
undesirable and unjust will be freely 
admitted, but it is a model of justice 
and fairness compared with the pro- 
visions of the act under which the next 
parliamentary elections in the North- 
west will be held, unless it is amended. 
Practically manhood suffrage has exist- 
ed in the Northwest in both local and 
federal elections since the first orginiza- 
tion of the Territories. In local and 
then in Dominion elections voters’ lists 
were made up by enumerators appoint- 
ed at the time of the election, and if 
the name of any voter did not appear on 
the voters’ list on polling day he could 
have it put on before voting by taking 
a certain oath. No doubt this was a 
very loose system, but it was found to 
be fairly satisfactory and when the 
Northwest assembly for the first time 
passed an election ordinance a year or 
two ago, the principle of a voters’ list 
amendable up to the moment of voting 
was confirmed. The necessity of this 
arose from the fact that the enumera- 
tion was in the nature of things loosely 
made and could not possibly be pro- 
perly checked or confirmed so as to pre- 
serye the rights of the electors, either 
positive or negative, and therefore it 
was allowed to be amended up to the 
last possible moment. Under the pre- 
sent law an enumerator is appointed as 
before; without let or hindrance he 
compiles his list, putting on or leaving 
off whomsoever he pleases, and his list 
is finally completed two day before the 
polling. The difference between the 
law as it was and the law as it is, is 
that formerly a voter could by taking a 
certain oath compel the placing of his

and unless he can find the enumerator, 
who may be anywhere at least two days 
before polling, he cannot even ask that 
his name be put on. It is a well 
kuown fact in the eastern provinces 
that elections are frequently decided 
by the revision of the voters’ lists, 
where both sides have been given the 
opportunity to force their respective 
claims. A law which would hand the 
compilation of the voters’ lists into the 
hands of irresponsible and partizan 
enumerators would win nine-tenths of 
the eastern constituencies for the gov- 
ernment candidate under any circum- 
stances. And yet that is the law which 
is in force in the Northwest to-day, 
introduced by the minister of interior 
and pushed through by the help of his 
colleagues in both commons and senate, 
against the most active opposition and 
in the light of the fullest information. 
No wonder that under such circum- 
stances the legitimate requests of the 
people of the Northwest receive scant 
consideration. In this connection it 
should not ve forgotten that the sitting 
members for the Territories were a 
party to this attempt to legislate them- 
selves into another term.

In the course of hie remarke in hie speech 
at the public meeting Mr. Bowell said

lerriteries, Having bed thie desire for a 
number of years, be bad taken advantage, | 
atver & somewhat tedrous session, of the | 
opportunity of & Urip with bie frend, Hon | 
Mr, Daly, who was on an inepecting tour | 
through the Indian reserves Ile had been 
more than gratified to witness the progress | 
made in Dritieh Columbia, the Northwest 
Territories avd Manitoba in connection with 
the large expenditure for the purpose of 
christianizing and educating the natives of 
a great portion of the Northwest. It had 
been « marvel to him, a wonder that he 
could scarcely comprehend ; be had not had 
the remotest idea that the younger portion 
of the Indian tribes, under ecclesiastics, 
both Protestant and Catholic, could possibly 
have achieved such results. 

Referring particalarly to his trip from 
here to Prince Albert, he said: Having on 
his trip down the Saskatchewan travelled 
for ten days, sleeping under tents each 
night, he had come to the conclusion that 
the out-door exercise and sleeping in the 
c air, had done him at least no harm. 
He had been charged with shooting out of 
season, but he claimed the privileges of 
natives, for the time, to shoot whatever was 
necessary for food. After all that he had 
read in the past, lectures by clergymen and 
others, having visited that portion of the 
Northwest Territories, he had come to the 
conclusion that half of its adventages and 
value had not yet been told. The Sas- 
katchewan country would, before many 
years rolled round, be the home of hundreds 
of thousands of prosperous people. The 
land at Edmonton, Fort Saskatchewan, Vic- 
tore and on the Ilnodian reserves was such as 
to lead any men to the conclusion that in 
dustrious people who would settle in that 
section of country would secure for them- 
selves pot merely a livelihood, but a compe 
He would go home with «a much 


tenes 
larger view of the requirements of that 
country. (Applause) 


To a reporter of the Tribune he said: 
“While at Eimonton we drove to the 
Indian reserve, 15 miles out, and found 
them engaged in harvesting large crops 
People down here have the idea that the 
country is too far north and that frost wiil 
do too much damage to make farming pro. 
fitable, but we found that frost is no more 
damaging there than here. The crops in 
the immensity of their yield are simply a 
matter of astonishment.” 

The train was at this time ranning 
through the big wheat fields east of Portage 
and Sir Mackenzie Bowell said the fields in 
the north looked just as productive as those 
to be seen on all hands. 

‘* Has anything definite been learned as to 
the finding of petroleum at Athabasca Land- 
ing?” 

“ There is every indication of petroleum, 
but as yet only the preliminary operations 
for its location have been carried on. There 
is every reason to believe petroleum will be 
found there in paying quantities.” 

** What do you think, then of the future 
of all this northern country ?” 

“It is past thinking, I have been more 
than ever assured of the greatness into which 
the whole Northwest is rapidly developing. 
This country has a grand future before it.” 

“How do the settlers feel in the Edmon 
ton district *” 

“ They are all sanguine, and believe that 
they have one of the best parte of the con- 
tinent, They are doing well and everything 
points to rapid development. The feeling 
of watisfaction and progress among the 
settlers has been one of the mort pleasing 
features of the trip.” 

“I wae simply surprised beyond my 
imagination at ite greatness,” was the 
premiers reply, when asked what was his 


impression of the Northwest country. 
“The resources are wonderful,” he con- 


tinued, “and when it becomes known, as it 
should, an immense population is bound to 
flock that way.” 

“ Don't the people seem to want railroads 
out there?” 

“Why everyone wante a railroad for 
himeelf everywhere you go, but it will not 
be long before the necessities of that country 
will be seen.”

SILVER QUESTION. 


Eprror Bciustin. 

Dear Str: I notice an article in your 
issue of August 26th, on the silver question 
and fearing that the conclusion of the 
writer might mislead some, I venture ao 
reply. Inclosingit says: ‘Hence it ap- 
pears that the 4124 grain silver dollar car- 
ried at a 16 tol ratio would be worth 
about 50 cents.” 

When through the insane action of George 
III the American colonies determined to 
sever their political connection with Great 
Britain they also determined to 
have a different monetary system, so in- 
stead of the pound as the unit of value they 
chose a dollar, and it wasa silver dollar, 
this was the unit of value, the final money 
of account coined freely with gold at a ratio 
of, I believe, 16 to 1. It was not something 
to be measured by something else, it was 
the measure and remained so up to 1873. 
Then it was demonetised, and commenced 
the gradual appreciation of gold, until in 
effect we now havea 200 cent gold dollar, 
and a most dishonest dollar it is. It is 
about double in its purchasing power, there- 
by doubling the debts of the debtor, and is 
the cause of the hard times all over the 
world. Some men talk as though this great 
There is a 
great cause, and it is human greed and 
We are not asking for some- 
thing new but areturn to that which has 
been, something time honored and time 
tried. Remonitise silver, destroy this money 
monopoly, and hope again shall smile upon 
the world and she will yield her rich 
abundance for the good of all men.

Lieut.-Col. Wyndham, who is now in the 
Northwest Territories, writes to the Cana- 
dian Gazette on the subject of an Imperial 
Remount Depot in Canada: ‘In June, 1894, 
while in England, I submitted my views on 
the advantages of such a depot in Canada, 
but as yet nothing has come of it. I now 
suggest that the Imperial Government enter 
inte an agreement with the Dominion Gov- 
ernment by which the latter will have in 
training from one to two thousand horses, 
fit for artillery and cavalry remounts, in 
such proportion as they may think fit—the 
Imperial Government to take each year at 
least one-third of such trained horses for re- 
mounts for India and elsewhere. It would 
mean to the Dominion that each man in her 
military schools and mounted police would 
have two horses to look after and train in- 
stead of one, and the Dominion would have 
& reserve of horses to draw on in case of 
emergency, as well as the Home govern- 
ment, which, as the mounted police snes is 
now being reduced, may be very necessary. 
These horses could be herd nacinde 
nominal cost on the prairie. The Imperial 
Government would only require a competent 
inspector, appointed by them to see that 
fit horses are purchased and trained.”’
